Konni, Tenn., March 18.—A terrible 
tragedy occurred on the Knoxvilie & Ohio 

train this morning before daylight 
at Hell’s Point—a . peculiarly significant 
‘pames—one mile and a half east from New- 
com in Oampbell County. Sheriff 
Jobn of Campbell County was killed, 
Deputy Sheriff John Dall probably fatally 
shot, Crusoe Smith mortally wounded, and 
Jesse Jones sustained several serious 


Sherif! Burnett and Deputy Sheriff Dail 
went to Jellico yesterday from Jacksboro to 
arrest a miner by the name of Jess Jones, on 

charge of carrying weapons. 

Jones was arrested anda beautiful pear'!- 

andied thirty-eight calibre Smith & Wesson 

stol was taken from him by Sheriff Burnett. 
e arrest was made on the Tennessee side 
of the line dividing Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, not far from Jeltic o. 
and soon afterwards a number of 
miner friends of Jones came to the rescue 
and succeeded in taking him away from the 
officers. They haftened tothe Kentucky side 
of the line and defied the Tennessee officers, 
who deemed it prudent not to cross the 
Une. 

When the train left Jellico 
shortly after 4 o’clock this morning 
the officers were aboard on their return 
home to dacksboro. Justafter passing New- 
comb Conductor Brown passed through 
the smoking car and found that the 
closet of the car was locked. He 
suspected, it was Jones hiding from the 
officers for the miner had got on at Jelkeo 
und paid nis fare to KR Valley. The con- 
ductor called Sheriff Burnett to the door of 
the closet, Burnett asked for the conductor's 
key, which was given him, but he could not 
unlock the door, and handed the key back to 
the conductor, with the request that he un- 
Jock the door. 

eur ron OPENS. 

The conductor knocked on the door and de- 

manded that the party on the inside should 
open it. The door was opened and Jones 
found inside. The Sheriff, arrested him and 
took Jones to a seat and began to search 
bim. Deputy Sherif Dall was sitting 
close to the Sheriff and his prisoner. 
- Olose to the stove was seated an old man 
by the name of Smith, evidently a friend of 
Jones. The old man, clad like a miner, car- 
ried a dig Winchester in his lap. 
which he was handling nervously. 
Near the center of the car was another friend 
of Jones named Crusoe Smith, a much 
‘younger man than the Smith who had the 
Winchester. 

Young Smith attempted to draw his pistol 
on Sherif Burnett, but was prevented from 
using his‘weapon by Deputy Sherif Dall, who 
was the quicker of the two and got the drop 
on Crusoe. 

The elder Smith rushed at Dall, catching 
him from behind and embracing him so that 
Dail was powerless todo anything. An un- 
known person fired upon the officers. The 
Sheriff was killed, a 88-caliber bullet 

reing}iis§brain and another entering his 
body in close proximity to his heart, either 
of which would have been fatal. 
DAIL THROWN FROM THE TRAIN. 
In t meantime Deputy Sheriff Dall had 
mself fromthe elder Smith and had 
ned fire upon the murderous assailants of 
himself and his superior officer, but he 
overpowered and rushed to the rear 
tform of the car and thrown of, bis as. 
gailants jumping after him while the train 
was rolling swiftly along on schedule time, 
thirty miles an bour. 

The train was stopped by Conductor 
‘Brown as quickly as possible. He 
nad left the smoking-car after the 
Sheriff bad arrested Jones, going into 
another car, but as he heard the shooting he 
rusted into the smoker and saw the Sheriff 
lying dead on the Moor. Tho train 
had stopped dy this time, and miss- 

Doll the train was run back to 
the point where the shooting had commenced 
Dail was found wan@ering about in the woods 
near the track in a dazed and partially 
demented condition. He at Orst inquired 

the train had stopped there for. His 
genses gradually returned however, and it 
was found tuat he had been shot in the 
temple, recetving a very dangerous wound. 

Orusoe Smith and Jesse Jones were found 
nearthe deputy. They were lying by the 
‘side of the railroad apparently dead, but 
they soon recovered consciousness. Jones 
_ was found to havea broken arm and injuries 
about the head also, Crusoe Smith was in a 
orettical condition. He was shot in the breast 
PS stomach, and his right arm was broken.

Sherif Burnett was d very popular officer. 
He was about 82 years of age, of commanding 
figure and unquestioned courage. The 
tragedy caused great excitement. If the 
desperadoes are caught they will be lynched. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Jellico, the place where Jones was ar- 
rested, is at the border line between Tennes- 
seeand Kentueky. 
but being surrounded by coal mines its thir- 
teen saloon keepers are quite pros- 
perous. There are two general 
stores, a bank and two hotels in the town 
andimmense board signs dot the wide val- 
ley between the hills telling ofa departed 
boom. The town has recently had a lynch- 
ing,a negro who confessed to an assault 
upon a girl, and it was ia the Jellico saloons 
that the force was recruited which 
filled the hills about Coal Creek in Anderson 
county last August, when the attempt was 
made to compel the abolition of convict labor 
in the mines. 

The Jellico miners are for the most par 
men who learned the trade while serving 
out sentences for crimes at Briceville, Tracey 
City or Coal Creek. Before conviction most 
of them were young farmers, ana 
their crimes were due to drink. In 
the mines they became work hardened and 
on release, having no other means of lIivell- 
hood they have drifted into the Jellico séc- 
tion where only free miners are employed, 

The hills about the town have many moon- 
shine whisky stills, 
know, yet so great is their hatred of the law 
and all its officers that revenue agents can 
learn nothing about them. The white 
Whisky is peddled by the illicit distillers on 
pay days near the mines and then there is 
always trouble tn Jellico. 

When the Coal Creek trouble occurred last 
August the miners were poorly provided with 
arms. Few had anything better than an old- 
fashioned cap revolver or a gquirrel gun. 
The first contingent sent to the front 
was 60 armed, but an engagement 
with Capt. Anderson’s militia boys who nad 
the latest improvea guns convinced the 


miners that better guns would have to be se- 
cured. 
A committees was sent baek to Jellipe with. 


instructions to secure Winchesters. The 
contingent had stolen an engine, No. 19 of 
the East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia Rall - 
way, to go to Coal Creek. The committee re- 
turned to Jellico on this engine, arriving 
alter midnight. 

RAIDED THE TOWN. 

The members visited every house in town, 
demanding arms, and a motley assortment 
was collected. At noon two car loads of re- 
cruits had come in from the Kentucky 
near Jellico, and the arms 
were shipped to ‘Coal Creek. They 
never got beyond Careyville, as word 
reached them that the militia had been re- 
inforced by some 600 men and a brigadier- 
general. 

The guns were never returned to their for- 
mer owners, but have deen in the 
possession of the miners ever since. 
They have been brought out for 
use several times, andthe State authorities 


have feared that they would beused in an 
attack upon Fort Anderson at Coal Creek. 

Ine Sherif has been gathering in all that 
he could locate and disarming all the danger- 
ous men he could hear of bearing arms. 


THE SARNIA. FOUND. 


She Was Spoken Tuesday by the Nadura 
8300 Miles From Halifax. 


HALIFAX, March 18.—The Furniss line 
steamer Madura, thirteen days from London, 
arrived here after midnight. She reports 
that on Thursday, March 16, at9 p. m., in 
latitude 45. 35 N.; longitude 56.32 
W. she sighted a steamer 
on the starboard bow, showing 
signals of distress. She found it was the 
Dominion Line steamship Sarnia. The 
Captain said his after crankshaft was 
broken and asked the Madura to stand by 
till daylight. The Sarnia was seventy-two 
mile south by west of St. Pierre, 
Miquelon, ten miles south of the 
edge of St. Pierre Bank and 300 miles east by 
north of Halifax. She drifted northeast by 
east 234 miles since seen by the American

PAUL NEUMAN’S ANXIETY TO SERVE 
EX-QUEEN LILIVOKALANS

Capt. Wiltse ofthe Cruiser Boston Arrives 
in New York-—Ths Speech at His Re- 
ception Before Leaving the Sandwich 
Islands—Ins‘ructions Which Envoy 
Blount is Said to Have Received From 
Mr. Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Raul Neumann, 
envoy of deposed Queen Liliwokalani, and W. 
R. Castle ot the Hawatian Commission, have 
started on a race forthe Pacific Coast in the 
hope of reaching San Francisco before the 
departure of Commissioner Blount, who 18 
now expected to sail for Honolulu on the 
revenue cutter Rush. Mr. Neumann is prob- 
ably the ablest man in the Queen's party and 
isanxious to reach the islands in time to 
to serve the Queen to the best of his ability 
during the investigation which Col. 
Blount is to make into the con- 
dition of ‘affairs in Hawali. Mr. Neumann 
took the 7:40 train for Chicago last night, and 
was accompanied only by his little Japanese 
If he loses no time he will reach 
San Francisco in time to catch the Rush. 

Commissioner Castle, who left Washington 
yesterday afternoon, has a few hours’ start 
of Neumann, but will probably lose in Chi- 
cago the time he has gained. It is possible 
that both men may make the journey from 
Chicago to San Francisco on the same train. 
Mr. Castle is nextto Chairman Thurston the 
ablest member of the commission, and is 
anxious to acquaint the provisional govern- 
ment with everything that has transpired in 
the United States since the commission ar- 
rived here. 


BLOUNT’S MISSION. 


THE ENVOY’S INSTRUCTIONS FROM THE STATE 
DEPARTMENT. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 18.—While all 
officials at the State Department are reticent 
about the mission of ex-Congressman Blount 
to Hawali, it can be stated authoritatively 
that the Envoy’s instructions are full and ex- 
plicit and his mission is of an extremely dell- 
cate character. Hecarries credentials which 
authorize him to confer either with the de- 
posed Queen Liliuokalani or the provisional 
Government, which Is now the Government 
de facto of Hawall. He is not in a technical 
sense accredited to the provisional Govern- 


ment nor is he expected to recognize it 

further than is necessary to confer with its 

members upon the object Dis mission. He

termine the part borne by representatives of 
the United States in the recent revolution, 
and the other, which is the main issue inthe 
pending controversy, to ascertain whether 
the Provisional Government fairly represents 
the majority of tlie llawalian people. In de- 
termining the latter question Mr. Blount 
will) give attention to the preponderance of 
the interests of the foreign-born citizens of 
Hawall and also to the constitutional pro- 
visions regarding the exercise of the fran- 
chise by the upper class of native Hawaiians, 

He wili not be guided altogether by the 
numerical strengih either of the Queen’s 
party or of that of the Provisional Govern- 

ment. 

Although President Cleveland discounte- 
nances both the conduct of Minister stevens 
in alding the revolutionists in deposing the 
Queen and the hasty action of Secretary Fos- 
ter in rushing the treaty intothe senate, yet 
he feels that the honor of the United states 1s 

ledged to see that no harm shall come tothe 

awallan people froma sudden removal of 
the props which now support the Govern- 
ment de facto. 

The unenviable position now occupied by 
the United States Mr, Cleveland regards as a 
legacy from the last Administration, and 
while he would be very glad to undo "what 
was done by Minister stevens, he recognizes 
the fact that the conditions now existing in 
the Islands wii not permit of hasty action. 
He has impressed these considerations upon 
Commissioner Blount, and whatever recom- 
mendations the latter may bring back with 
him, it is altogether probable that, for a 
time at least, a protectorate will be main- 

ained over the Islands by the United States. 

Col. Blount, itis thought, will recommend 
a method for putting the question ofthe 
government of the islands to popular vote, 
so that the rule which may be then estab- 
lished and which must, for a time at least, 
be maintained by the United States, will rep- 
resent a majority of the people. 

It is known that the President desires Col. 
Blount tomake a thorough investigation into 
the sugar interests, as it is complicated with 
the annexation question. 

It was hinted to-day that Blount might 
succeed Stevens, but the fact that his name 
has not veen sent to the Senate for confirma- 
tion as Minister seems to dispose of that suc- 
gestion. However, it may be stated that the 
recall of Minister Stevens at an early day has 
been determined upon by the President. The 
Minister, however, will not teave his post 
until a guitable successor has been chosen. 
The President is canvassing the qualifica- 
tions of two or three men of experience, and 
wlll probably nominatea new Minister be- 
fore the adjournment of the present Senate. 

It is understood thatinthe dispatches sent 
to Minister Stevenson the Australia, which 
sailed from San Francisco to Honolulu two 
days aso, an intimation was given the 
American Minister that he will not be much 
longer required at his present post.

TOLEDO, O., March 18.—The complete sup 

pression of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 

Engineers by the courts of the United States 

appears to be probable. This is apparent 


in the unprecedented orders granted by 


Judges Taft. and Ricks, A supplementary 
order was issued im the injunction case 
asalinst Chief Arthur dy United States District 
Judge Ricks this afternoon. It commands 
Mr. Arthur to cause to be published or ordered 
in the same way in which he usually gives 
orders to the Brotherhood of Engineers 
that the law, by-law, rule or regulation re- 
quiring the members to i refuse to 
handle cars of pon-union or boy- 
cotted roads is not hereafter in 
force or effect. If also orders Mr. 
Arthur and Jasper M: Watson, Chair- 
man of the Lake Shore Grievance Committee, 
to file in the United States Court for inspec- 
tion a copy ofthe rule or regulation so gov- 
erung the action of the members of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. The 
order is set for hekring on March 27. This 
| has set the engineers and fire totally at 
sea. At about the same moment that the 
order was granted a message in cipher came 
from Chief Arthur, who is in Cleveland, 
ordering a suspension of the order of 
refusal to handle Ann Arbor freight. 
One copy was sent to Chairman 
Watson and another to the chairman 
of the Wheeling & Lake Erie Grievance Com- 
mittée. This happened at a time when a 
train containing sixteen Ann Arbor cars 
was standing in the yards at the 
line junction ready to be hauled West. 
The engineers who were asked to 
take the train out had gathered up 
their tools, walked over to the round house 
and resigned from the service of the road. 
As soon as the message came there was no 
further trouble. In each case the firemen 
also went out. 

Last night five engineers and three firemen 
quit three trains, which they were expected 
to take out, containing cars whose lettering 
showed them to be from the Ann Arbor 
road. E. D. Potter, counsel forthe Lake Shore 
road, wired Judge Ricks to come at once, 
anda Lake Shore special train brought him 
from Clevelanb. He was rapidly driven to the 
Federal Buliding, where he issued orders that 
the eight men should De brought before him 
forthwith. They were found holding a 
meeting in the Brotherhood Hall. They were 
taken into custody by the Marshals,and were 
arralgned for contempt of the United States 
interstate commerce law. Judge kicks read 
the following:

Berlin Busy With Speculation As to the 
Coming Han— Waldersee e dy 
Some to Be the Rising Sun German 
Politics—A General Election Seems 
Assured—Fruitiess Conferences With 
Leaders of the Reichstag. 


BERLIN, March 18.—Neumerous signs in the 
last week have pointed to Berlin as the scene 
of the next cabinet crisis. The feeling that 
at the last minute the Emperor and his 
Chancellor would concede a few thousand 
recruits rather than submit to a dishearten- 
ing defeat in the army bill commission, was 
current throughout the Empire until the an- 
nouncement was made that the National 
Liberal offer of 48,000 more recruits had been 
finally refused. It then became apparent to 
all that not only in the commission, but also 
in the plenary sitting of the Reichstag, the 
army bill wat doomed. 
a general election. The Government is doing 
its best to deter an appeal to the people, who 
would be. likely to return a Parliament fully 
as much opposed to the bill as the present 
one, besides electing many anti-Semitics 
and social Democrats, the bitter en emies o 
ali decent parties. Even the Conservatives 
agree that Chancellor Caprivi has been too 
unbending in his attitude towards the 
parties, and it is believed that his arrogance 
willcost him his office. Twice during the 
past week he has borne sharp reproofs from 
the Emperor, who wasespecially chagrined 
by his Chancellor’s failure to close with Herr 
Von Bennigsen, who was willing to deliver 
the forty votes of the Central Liberal party 
ifthe Chancellor would abate his demands 
about 16 percent. News of this stormy in- 
terview was whispered throughout the city 


on Wednesday afternoon two hours after it 


took place, the withdrawal of the army Dill 
was believed to be assured and, despite the 
accompanying reports that Caprivi would 
resign, prices on tne Bourse rose several 
points. A conspicuoug broker gavea good 
index of the situation when he said that 
nothing would help the prices of German 
securities wore than the immediate retire- 
ment of Caprivi and his army bill, 
THE COMING MAN. 

That the retirement of the successor of Bis- 
marck is at hand few persons doubt. Chan- 
cellor Voa Caprivi informed an East Prussian 
Conservative to-dax that he was weary of 
office and after the fate of kus army Bill was 
decided be would retire. It ts not believed, 
however, that the Emperor will wait for a 
final decision on the army bill before calling 
another man tothe Chancellor’s place. Lieut. 
Von Huelson has already been despatched to 
Altona to convey letters to Gen. Waldersee 
from the Emperor, and the report is abroad 
that this able soldier is the coming man. The 
National Liberals are pushing forward Dr. 
Miquel, Prussian Finance Minister, as their 
preference for Caprivi’s place, but Miquel has 
too little of the military man about 
him to suit the Emperor. Some of the 
Conservatives are booming Count) Botho 
Zu Elenburg, Prussian Minister President, 
but he has shown so little readiness in the 
Landtag debates that his appointment would 
be highly improbable. The majority of the 
Conservatives look to Waldersee as the ris- 
ingsunin German politics, not only on ac- 
count of the latter’s increasing close rela- 
tions to the Emperor, but also because after 
Criprivi, he is the only well-known German 
whoisatoncea capable soldier and an as- 
tute politician. The radical press hints that 
April 1. or at least May 1, will see the fall of 
the present Chancellor, the appointment of a 
successor and a general parliamentary elec- 
tion approaching in thenear future. The 
Conservative newspapers led bythe Kreuz

NOT GOING TO ROME.. 

Owing to the political crisis Chancellor Von 
Caprivi will n: t accompany Emperor William 
on Uls visit to Rome, where his majesty will 
take part in the celebration of King Hum- 
bert’s silver wedding, The Imperial party 
will leave Berlin on April17. They will re- 
main the guests of King Humbert at the 
Quirinal fora week, From Rome the party 
will goto Naples. The Pope will give Em- 
peror William an audience on his return from 
Naples. On the way here the Imperial family 
will visit Queen Victoria, who will then be at 
Fiorence. 

The National Zeitung reproduces a singular 
article from the Digitio, a paper of Rome, 
urging Germany to rupture her alliance 
with Austria and join Italy, thus leaving her 
free to develop the activities that are now 
hampered by the Austrian alliance. The 
Nationai Zeitung and other papers declare that 
the proposal to form an Italo-German alli- 
ance obviously directed against the Holy See 
is merely a chimera. 

Emperor William willattendthe maneuvers 
of the Austrian army of Szombathely. The 
officialcircle here credits a report that the 
Czarwitch will at the same time be a guest of 
Emperor Franz Jsseph.

PARIS, March 18.—The pursuit of Arton, the 
Panama lobbyist, is being continued in Italy. 
On Tuesday a dispatch from Palermo stated 
that he had been found in a house of ill fame 
there, but that was proved false at once by 
the discovery made by Mueller, the detective 
watching Miss Lilli Mers in Genoa, that the 
Arton on the out- 
skirts of the city on Monday evening and 
had passed the night in his society. Miss 
Mers acknowledged eventually that she had 
seen him on Monday. She said that he had 
offered to give himself up to the French 
authorities in case they would guarantee him 
immunity from punishment in consideration 
of his turning State’s evidence.

Miss Mers is making a fortune out 
of the notoriety she had gained by her rela- 
tions to Arton. In Genoashe is getting 800 
francs a week for doing a little song and 
Gance twice an evening. In Naples, where 
she will begin an engagement on Monday,she 
is to receive 1,200 francs a week, and she is 
now bargaining with the manager of a Rome 
music hall for 1,500 francs for a five days’ en- 
gagement. Enormous sums have been offered 
her by Paris managers, but she is afraid ap- 
parently to trust herself on French soll, for 
she has refused them all. 

The truth is that the police are not trying 
tocatch Orton.

Mrs. McDonald’s Attorneys Striving for 
Another Hearing. 


NOBLESVILLE, Ind., March 18.—A motion 
was made for a new trial in the McDonald 
will case to-day. Attorney Harris immedi - 
ately began to speak on the motion 
for a rehearing, reviewing the testi 
mony offered in an endeavor 


to show that it was In consistent, inferential, 
etc., and not permissible. He said that much 
ofthe evidence given by the piaintiffs was 
born of a feeling of resentment against Mrs. 
McDonald. He talked for an hour, and then 
Attorney Winter replied in a long argument. 
Late this evening Judge Stevenson overruled 
the motion: A supplemental motion for a 
new trial will be made next week. 

It will be remembered that the essence of 
the verdict rendered by the jury in the trial 
which closed a few weeks ago was that the 
willl offered for probate by Mr. McDonald was 
a forgery, but they d.d not know whothe 
guilty party was. It is a strange story, the 
history of this will case. 

The amoant involved was not great enough 
to make it a famous will case of itself, but the 
circumstances were singular, and Joseph 
Ewing Mebonal, once United States Senator, 
was no common man. 

After being a widower for the second time 
he met a fascinating Mrs. Bernard, a Delile 
inher youth and always beautiful, but at 
that time living apart from her husband. 
By his legal assistance and advice she pro- 
cured a divorce, and in no long time be 
married her. The people of Indiana did not 
quite admire this proceeding, and Senator 
McDonald wag thereafter not able to go 
higher in politics. Of course his chiidren 
didnot Hkeit. He died, and, behold! a will 
was found ot later date than one he had 
recently filed. It was a typewritten will and 
fave nearly all his property to the widow, 
excluding his children and grandchildren. 

The first theory of the heirs was that of 
‘*‘undue influence.’’ That was soon aban- 
doned, und they declared that Mrs. McDon- 
ald’s agent had taken some pages out of the 
Original will and substituted others, the 
Signature being genuine. About this time, 
however, a former teacher of Miss Jessie 
McDonald wrote from Washington City that 
she had a remarxabie dream.

Hutchins, clerk in McDonald’s office at the

Another and most singular fact was that 
the shorthand bookin which Hutchins had 
taken down the notes when McDonald dic- 
tated the will was missing from the office 
and could nowhere be found. Hutchins was 
visited at the insane hospital in the hope 
that he might give some clewto his missing 
notes, On one occasion he said that the 
book was in his trunk, and Malcolm \c- 
Donald went to his father’s residence and 
searched his trunk for it. He there found a 
shorthand book and took it away with him. 
The book was presented in court, and an 
expert who examined it testified that it con- 
tained no notes that threwany light on the 
will. 

The father of Hutchins ,lhowever,swore with 
great positiveness that the book produced in 
court was not the one found in the trunk of 
his son. He described the book very minutely 
and pointed out the differences between the 
one Malcolm had produced in court and that 
which he took from the trunk. The theory of 
the defense was that the book Malcolm got 
contained the notes of the will just as it was 
probated, and that he had produced another 
book for the reason that such notes by 
Hutchins would substantiate the validity of 
the will beyond question, and it was to his 
interest that such evidence should be de- 
stroyed, 

It was further shown that the key to the 
Senator’s desk was lost for a few days about 
the time the alleged forgery and substitu- 
tion might have been perpetrated, and was 
found again apparently by accident. 

The jury decided in effect that the will of 
latest date was a forgery, the implication be- 
ing, of course, that Mrs. bicDonald was the 
moving cause thereof and the unfortunate 
Hutchins her instrament.

FRIENDS OF HALF A CENTURY CALLED 
TOGETHER BY HIS TAKING OFF 


Tell Interesting Incidents in the Career of 
a Sternly Honest Citizen Who Knew of 
No Compromise With Principles—His 

Lite as a Teachsr—Early Lite in St. 
Louis. 


Col. David Hartley Armstrong, ex-United 
States Senator, died of heart failure in his 
room at the Richelieu Hotel yesterday 
morning at 11:10 o’clock. He was stricken 
in the Metropolitan cafe Friday afternoon. 
Mr. P. J. Heuer, Treasurer of the Liggett & 
Meyers Tobacco Co., whom Col. Armstrong 
had sent for and wo was with the ex 


Senator to the end, says his last inquiry was 
for Col.-Wm. H. Stone, with whom he once 
made a pledge that whichever died first the 
other would see that he was laid away with 
due respect. 

Just before his death he said in a 
to Mr. Heuer: I've been sent for. 

A few minutes later the day clerk 
stepped in his room and on tip-

toe walked to the bedside. The 
Aying man opned his eres and apparently 
recognized him. In tones scarcely audible 
he said I've been sent for.“ 

Discussing these ante-mortem expressions 
last evening Mr, „ J. Pauley, an old 
friend of the deceased, said that they indl- 
cated that Col. Armstrong knew that he was 
dying and simply made the remarks to show 
that he knew death was near. 


HIS CAREER. 

Few citizens of St. Louis were better known 
than Col. David H. Armstrong. He was born 
in Nova Scotia Oct. 21, 1812. He was edu- 
cated at Wesleyan seminary, Redfield, 
Me., having come to this country 
when a mere child. Although he learned 
civil engineering, he never followed it. At 
the close of his academic career he taught 
school at New Bedford, Mass., from 1833 to 
1837, coming to St. Louis on Sept. 16 of the 
latter year. Afterserving a short time as 
principal of the preparatoay department of 
McKendree College, Lebanon, III., he re- 
turned to St. Louis and became principal of 
a public school. He was the frst public in- 
structor in St. Louis, and perhaps in Mis- 
souri. He held the omce from April, 1838, 
until June, 1847. 

He resigned to become Comptroller of the 
city. He retained this position for three 
years, and in 1853 he was appointed Ald-de- 
Camp to Gov. Sterling Price with the rank of 
Colonel. 

In April, 1854, President Franklin Pierce ap- 

olnted Col. Armstrong Postmaster of St. 

Auls, and for four years he handled the mails 

ofthe city with credit and dispatch. Col. 
Armstrong always took a deep interest in 
politics, and was for many years a member 
and chairman ofthe Democratic State Central 
Commi(téé. He accomplished the fusion of 
Democrats and Liberal Republicans in 1870 
and won the first Democr&tic State victory 
after the war. The result was the repeal of 
the notorious Drake Constitution. In June, 
1873, Col. Armstrong was appointed Police 
Commissioner of St. uis by Gov. Woodson, 
and was reappointed in 1877. In 1876 he was 
a member of the Board of Freeholders which 
framed the present city charter. 
In 1877 he reached the highest office 
of his life, when United States Senator Lewis- 
V. Bogy died, and Col. Armstrong was named 
by Gov. Phelps toserveout the unexpired 
term. He served in the Senate until 1879, when 
the Legislature met and elected a new 
Senator. 

Col. Armstrong was a member of George 
Washington Lodge, No. 9, A. F. and A. M., 
for over forty years. His Ma- 
sonic career is an honorable one, 
Col, Armstrong will probably be buried in 
his lot in Bellefontaine Cemetery under 
the auspices of the lodge. He leaves 
two sons, Frank and Dr. Samuel 1. 
Armstrong of New York City. The latter has 
been telegraphed for and will arrive to- 
morrow night. The dead man was 
worth about $150,000, which will be 
left to his heirs according to the terms of his 
will made Friday afternoon in the pres 
ence of Mr. . J. Heuer and Dr. J. B. John- 
son.

WATCHING THE REMAINS. 

Col. Armstrong’s remains were taken to 
Lynch’s undertaking rooms on Olive street 
shortly after hisdeath. Late last night when 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter visited the rooms 
he found Peter J. Pauley and Capt. 
Thomas Lynch watching the remains. 
Both were old and intimate friends of the 
dead man lying in the casket defore them. 
They conversed in a low tone 
and brought up reminiscence after 
reminiscence concerning the life, character 
and works of the deceased. Capt. Lynch, 
who achieved distinction in the days ofthe 
Volunteer Fire Lepartment, said: ‘‘I went 
to school to David H. Armstrong when he ran 
the old Benton School on Sixth and Locust 
streets. Heran the down-stairs, or boys’ 
department, while his wife conducted the

State Committee was willingtodo almost 
anything to regain power and re-enfran- 
chise our people. We had nominated and 
elected Democrats before that time 
but Count Rodman was on hand to 

ass upon the returns and he shut them out. 
twasin 1870 that the Liberal Republican 
movement sprung up, wi B. Gratz Brown 
as the nominee for Governor. The 
support of the Democrats who were 
entitled to vote was sought and to 
secure the re-enfranchisement of thousands 
of our people we gave the matter very serti- 
ousattention.

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a en my parents 
thought it was time to send me to school, I 
was placed on the list of Col. 
private school, — asisaid before, was 
a small institution at Fourth and Chest- 
nut. en I, took my seat 
in the Class-room 1 looked at the master and 
saw that he wasa determined man and, you 
can rest assured, I made up my mind to bea 
very boy. There were wild youngsters 
there, however, who did not view matters as 
Idid. Now let me remember some of the 
names. Yes, I can recall a few of them. 
There was Henry Guibor, now Superinten- 
dent of the House of Refuge, who com- 
manded the celebrated Guibor battery, but he 
was a good sized boy in 1844. Besides there 
was James Tiernan, long since dead, 
Thomas Strode, the’ father of the present 
Democratic candidate for City Treasurer, F. 
X. Becherer, who now conducts a 
hardware store in North st. Louis; 
John D. Barry, at present foreman in a large 
manufacturing works here; Peter P. Pauley, 
the jail builder; Henry C. Gempp, father of 
the present r. Gempp, who conducts 
a soap works here; John H. Fisse 
the lawyer, some years deceased, father of 
School Director Fisse; Andrew Getsel, for- 
merly City Treasurer, and Henry Chapman, 
now a wealthy ranchman in Southwest Mis- 
souril. They all occupied seats in the little 
school building and there were many others 
whose names I cannot now recall. Without 
taking any credit to myself, I can truthfully 
never received a licxing

. Theother fellows gotit, however, as 
the boys in those days were, if anything, 
even more unruly than they are to: day.

A principal named Sill had been 
in charge of it some time, and he had been 
given much annoyance by the boys who pre- 
ferred to fight the school teacher than learn 
anything. One day he whipped a 
boy so severely that he broke his 
thumb. Henarrowly escaped a mobbing in 
consequence and in disgust he threw up his 
job, stating that he would rather teach in 
the Cannibal Islands than in that sec- 
tion of St. Louls. The School Board 
called on Pedagogue Armstrong and he ac- 
cepted the position fully mindfui of the big 
contract he bad on hand. I went there as a 
pupil and how well do I remem- 
ber the way he hammered the riotous 
pupils. Parents complained, but he did not 
spare the rod. He plainly told tuem that he 
Was Principal, and that he was going to 
enforce discipline and teach his pupils, if 
he had to whip everybody in the school. He 
adhered to his plan and he won. He made 
every refractory — a model scholar and in 
the course of time they all got to like him de- 
spite his gruff way. He was 
sincere and painstaking and would spend an 
hour over a dull boy’s desk explaining some 
knotty point in arithmetic or grammar. Un- 
derlying his severe air wasa Kindly heart, 
and when the roughest of the boys became 
convinced of that fact they would have done 
anything for him. 
When he le the public school service he 
opened a school at Sixth and Locust 
streets, where he taught my deceased 
brother-in-law, Joseph K. Emmet, the dis- 
tinguished comedian and singer, his first 
lessons. ‘Fritz,’ as we still call him, was 
not a wieldy boy, in fact he was 
the contrary. He did not like 
Pedagogue Armstrong’s way of teaching,and 
many were the rebellions he led in school. 
He was whipped time and again, but he 
never failed to give the master a 
fight in return Often have 1 heard 
Col. Armstrong tefl of the difficulty he had in 
handling Joe in his celebrated 
Sixth and Locust streets. But in the days of 
Emmet’s great successes on the 
stage no person throughout the 
length and breadth ofthis country felt more 
pleased than Col. D. H. Armstrong, who had 
risen from the schoolmaster to a United 
States Senator and a distinguished leader 
among men.’’

OF THE OFFENSE

The Doctor Refused to Treat a Fatient for 
a Fracture of the Shoulder Blades 
Which He Did Not Have—An Interest“ 
ing Session of the Medical Society 
Last Night. 


The St. Louis Medical Society held its regu- 
lar meeting last night with President Shaw 
in the chair and about twenty-five members 
present. . 

The programme for theevening announced 
in very large and conspicuous letters, ‘‘The 
Committee on Ethics will submit a report.“ 

When President Shaw called the meeting to 
order he said that he saw on the programme 
that the Committee on Ethics was to report 
and as the reports of officers and committees 
was the first order of business he asked that 
Dr. E. H. Gregory, who, with Dr. F. R. Fry. 
and Dr. F. J. Lutz, constitute the Committee 
on Ethics, submit his report. Dr. Gregory, 
preparatory to reading the document, wanted 


to know if this was to be a family affair, or |: 


was it to be made a matter of public 
gossip. President Shaw seid he did not 
know but that it was the province of the so- 
clety to decide the question at their pleasure 
and he did not feel thatit was his province 
to exclude the solitary reporter, the Post- 
DISPATCH representative, who was present. 

Dr. Barclay asked if the contents of the re- 
port was such that the society felt a little 
ashamed of it. He expressed the opinion 
that occasional publicity would have the 
tendency to make the doctors a little more 
careful at times. About this time murmurs 
of ‘‘question’’ were heard throughout the 
hall and Dr. Shaw put the question of 
whether the society should gointo executive 
session. Several timid ‘‘ayes’’ were heard 
and no ‘‘nays.’’ So the solitary reporter also 
went into executive session in the open 
doorway, while the terrible inquisition ad- 
judged Dr. John H. Bryan. 

THE CHARGES READ. 

The report as read by Dr.Gregory was very 
brief and in substance said that the commit- 
tee had been informed that Dr. John H. 
Bryan had gonetoa patient of Dr. Simon 
Pollak’s and had removed the surgical 
dressings from the patient without 
previously consulting Dr. Pollak and was 
thereby gullty ofa breach of ethics. The re- 
port was signed by Dr. Gregory, Dr. Fry and 
Dr. Lutz. Then the question was raised as 
to whattodo. Dr. William Johnson was as 
usual to the fore. He moved the adoption of 
the report and it was by a weak-voiced vote 
adopted. Then it was suggested by one of 
the members present that the re- 
port said nothing further than the 
bare statement that Dr. Bryan had 
been guilty ofa breach of thecode of medi- 
cal ethics, and the inquiry was made as to 
the position in which this left the Doctor. 
Nobody could answer exactly. He simply 
had done something and the society simply 
said so, and that was all. Then Dr. Barclay, 
who is a very particular friend of Dr. 
Bryan, tried to force the society one way or 
another from its eminently weak and unde- 
termined position by rgading section 22 of the 
by-laws, as follows: 

EXPULSIONS AND SUSPENSIONS. 

Sec. 1. Any member who shall be guilty of 
any gross misconduct, either as a member of this 
society or as a member of the medical profession“ 
or as a private citizen, shall, on conviction, be 
liabie to expulsion or suspension; orto such other 
censure as the society may approve: three-fourths 
of the associate members present concurring 
therein. 

Under this it was clearly either the duty of 
the society totake more definite action or 
withdraw from its very untenable position. 
Dr. Barclay then tried to argue in favor of 
Dr. Bryan, and was aske upon 
what motion he was speaking, as 
there was none before the house. The he 
moved that no further action de taken 
and as no motion tothe Contrary was made 
the subject was dropped then and there, 
andthe big type announcement that The 
Committee on Ethics will submit a report“ 
turned out very much of a flasco. 

A HEINOUS OFFENSE. 

The case was one in which Dr. Pollak got 
an emergency case fromthe Security bulld- 
ing, of which Dr. Bryant was the corpora- 
tion physician. Dr. Pollak told the patient 
that his shoulder- blades were fractured and 
accordingly bandaged him up. Dr. Bryan 
went to see the case for the company and de- 
cided that there was no fracture whatever 
and told the manso. Dr. Gregory was made 
referee and, while he decided that there had 
been no fracture, he thought the ethical code 
had been very seriously broken dy Dr. 
Bryan’s pulling off those bandages. As long 
as Dr. Pollock had pronounced the man’s 
injury a fracture of the stoulder blade, Dr. 
Bryan should have treated him for the frac- 
ture even though it turned vut to be a case of 
consumption. Thecode must be preserved 
even though a million lives were sacrificed 
and in mending a man Dr. Bryan knocked 
a compound fracture inthe code of ethics. 
The society decided that he had done so., but 
did not assess any punishment as Dr. Bryan 
was a young man and would soon learn to 
appreciate the beauties of the code when it 
was in good working order. 

There weré several pers on the pro- 

amme, but only one of those set down was 
forthcoming, Dr. Reesmeyer giving a case 
ot Ulcer of the Trochea, with specimens of 
Pneumococci,’’ 

No other papers being ready, the society 
adjourned shortly after 9 o’clock.

JUSTICE TO: MODEST MERIT. 


It will be universally agreed that Mr. 
Cleveland has done well in deciding not to 
deprive the country of the official services | 
of editors. The public will be spared the 
pain of seeing merit, the possessors of 
which are too modest to assert their 
claims, unrecognized and unrewarded. It 
should be noted as a proof of the excessive 
modesty of the journalists that no voice of 
complaint was raised at the suggestion of 
discrimination against them. No sign of 
protest came from the sanctums because of 
this blow at the fundamental rights of 
editors as American citizens. It was ac- 
cepted with that patient humility which 
is the shining quality of editorial charac- 
ter. Someof the brethren were even so 
humble as to caress and praise the hand 
that was to smite them. They rejoiced 
that they were to be permitted to toil on 
in quiet with their labor of love untainted 
by the greasy touch of spoile and undis- 
turbed by the cares of a salary. 

One of the essentials of the highest type 
of editorial excellence is perfect meekness, 
the total unconsciousness of the ego, 
which enables a man to take what comes 
and to labor solely for the sweet satisfac- 
tion of working for the general good. The 
true editor works for work’s sake, and ac- 
cepts without complaint whatever means 
of subsistence, occasional luxury, acci- 
dental honor or emolument that may be 
thrown in his way. 

The President has in particular shown 
his good sense by overlooking the objec- 
tion tothe appointment of editors that 
they are unabletorun their papers and 
take care of offices at the same time. He 
knows better than that. He knows that 
there are editors who can run a news- 
paper, take care of twoor three offices, 
direct political campaigns, supervise the 
affairs of town, county and State, shape 
the policy ofthe national Government gnd 
support a family besides. He knows, too, 
that there would be danger of losing 
some of the fearless ad vocates of the prin- 
ciples of true Democracy if the editors 
Should not get offices with sufficient emolu- 
ments attached to them to pay the wages 
of the compositors. 

President Cleveland has combined justice 
with wisdom in his decision, and we do not 
hesitate to say that the SGitors who have 
the responsibilities and salaries of office 
thryst upon them will accept them as un- 
complainingly as they accepted the sup- 
posed sentence to four years more of 
obscure and unrequited toil—perhaps 
more so.

Chsating Doesn't Pay. 
From the Philadelphia Record, 

Cheating doesn’t pay. Consider, for ex- 
ample, the experience of the Republican 
party in admitting unripe and unready 
States into the Union with the deliberate 
purpose of defeating the will of the people 
by debauching the Electoral College and the 
United States Senate. The scramble for 
Senatorships has been so violent as to pre- 
vont a choice in some instances, and 
brought about a scancalous choice in others. 
The reputation for sound financial policies 
achieved by the Republican party in 
providing for a resumption of specie pay- 
ments after the wild vagaries of the war 
period, has been torn to tatters by the wild- 
eyed Rocky Mountain statesmen, who 
bave driven their party and their country 
into a silver coroner. The expectation that 
Colorado, the Dakotas, Idaho, Montana, 
Wyoming and Nevada, with thetr fourteen 
Senators, would make possible a perpetual 
Republican majority has been overturned, 
The game was a neat one, but it has proved 
ruinous tothe gamesters and very costly to 
the country. 
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MAKE IT UNANIMOUS. 

The people of St. Louis now pay through 
taxation four-fifths of the cost of main- 
taining the public library without the 
privilege of a free use of its advantages. 

The preponderance of expert opinion 
leans to the belief that if the city should 
assume the entire cost no additional tax 
would be necessary to bear the slight in- 
crease of burden which will probably come 
out of the general city tax already levied. 
The library is already in existence and only 
needs a small increase of the amount now 
paid by the city for its maintenance. II, 
however, more money than can be sup- 
plied from the general fund is needed to 
meet the demand the limit of additional 
tax allowed under the proposition to be 
voted upon in the April election will, be 
only one-fifth of a mill, amounting to the 
paltry sum of. 10 cents on §500 worth of 
property. 

Granting that this tax bagatelle will 
have to be levied a favorable vote 
on the proposition will give every 
resident of St. Louis free access 
to a finely equipped library. The benefits 
of afree library are ably set forth in the 
address on the subject to voters published 
in another column. Experience has shown 
that any membership fee isa strong bar to 
the popular use of a library. In other 
cities it has been found that the removal 
of fees, no matter how small, resulted in a 
remarkable increase in the use of books. In a 
table showing the number of books taken 
out of the public libraries of fourteen 
cities, St. Louis, although third in popu- 
lation, is last in this respect because of the 
fee charged. That the extension of intel- 
ligence follows the free library goes with- 
out saying, but it has also been demon- 
strated that it promotes thrift and pros- 
perity. 

Aside from the benefits attaching toa 
free library which have been proved in 
nearly every other city of importance and 
which must be manifest to every person of 
fair intelligence, itis a shame that a city of 
the size, wealth and standing of St. Louis 
should be without one. 

Whether or not this city shal! longer suf- 
fer this disadvantage and humiliation de- 
pends uponthe numberof citizens who 
vote yes“ on the free library proposition 
election day. Only a majority is neces- 
sary tocarry it, but the majority should 


be overwhelming. Make it unanimous.

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THE READING HABIT. 


The reading habit has been so long ac- 
cepted as the mark of a superior mind that 
itchas become a sort of fixed idea among 
most people that there cannot be too much 
of it. But several eminent persons who 
have made some stir in the world confess 
that they do not read much and seem to be 
rather proud of the fact. Herbert Spencer 
owns up to almost total ignorance of all 
English writers who have flourished during 
the past half century, Robert Louis Steven- 
son reads scarcely at all, while Andrew 
Lang, who enjoys a reputation as a 
scholar, admits that he is ignorant of | 
many things that ‘‘every school boy ought 
toknow.’’ Pierre Loti, the French writer, 
says he has no favorite hero of history or 
fiction because he knows nothing of the 
former and only a very little of the latter. 

Commenting on these facts a writer in 
Scribner’s Magazine boldly suggests a 
modification of the prevalent opinion con- 
cerning the value of reading. Amiel, the 
gentle pessimist, whose soul was petri- 
fied by the sentiment of the infinite,’’ and 
Mark Pattison, who said that he ‘‘had 
lived through the same struggles, mental 
and moral, as Amiel,’’ are cited as examples 
of intellectual dyspepsia, produced by too 
much devotion to books. The first of 
these left nothing to the world except 
some thoughts which havea certain patho- 
logical value, while the other bequeathed 
nothing but unfulfilled hopes. 

There is something in these examples 
worth studying. There are men like 
Amiel and Pattison who spend so much 
time reading that they have no moments 
left for thinking. They are so occupied 
with the thoughts of other men that they

ORANGES CONDEMNED BY THE SHIP LOAD. 
New Tonk, March 18.—The danger of 


cholera making its appearance inthis coun- 
try next summer has caused the Health De- 


partment to begin early in taking every pos- 
sible precaution to stamp out impurities on 
which disease may feed. Chief Fruit Inspec- 
tor Bayard C. Fuller is at present one of the 
Dusiest men in the city’s employ. His activity 
is due almost entirely to the cupidity of fruit 
growers, who attempted to corner the 
market and held their goods too 
long. Early this season certain growers of 
fruit, particularly the owners of orange 
groves, who ship their products to this mar- 
ket, held back their cropsas long as possi- 
ble in the hope of obtaining better prices. As 
the prices showed no indication of advanc- 
ing, the fruit was shipped to the North in 
large consignments, and at the present time 
the market is glutted. Many consignments 
of oranges that were unloaded in New 
York this week were in that condition 
of mellowness where decay commences 

and Inspector Fuller, who has charge of 
the wholesale district in which all the 
— 7 jobbing and auction houses of the 
trade are located, has been kept busy day 
and night examining the goods. He has been 
forced to work rapidly so as to prevent 

tainted fruit from getting into the hands of 
the irresponsible Kast Side peddlers. He has 
condemned and seized upward of 
2,500 boxes of oranges this week; 
Among the heaviest sufferers by 
his seizures were John H. Newton, 
agent of the Indian River (Fla.) Orange 
Growers’ Association. He had a large quan- 
tity of the fruit consigned to him that de- 
cayed before he could disposeof it. The 2,500 
boxes of oranges condemned by Inspector 
Fuller is but a smal! part of all the fruit con- 
demned. The Health Department will pursue 
its present rigid course with fruit while the 
season lasts. 


CHOLERA’S FRESH HOLD. 

Loxpox, March 18.—Reports from West- 
ern Russia sho that the cholera has got 
a bold on several cities aud many villages. 
In Slavropol the fresh cases in the last week 


have numbered on the average fifteen daily 
and the deaths between seven and eight. In 
Asirakhan 107 cases have developed since 
Feb.27. In both cities the auhtorities have 
called the disease dysentery and deny that 
any cholera has appeared there in the last 
four months, but private advices received in 
Odessa from physicians resident in the in- 
fected districts leave no doubt as to the chol- 
eraic nature of the epidemic.

STATE ASKED TO DIGPENSE LIQUOR. 

Boston, Mass., March 18.—An extraordi- 
nary liquor bill, in@orsed by the Rev. Edward 
Kverett Hale, Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and 
others, is now pending before the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature. It proposes to place 
the sale of liquor entirely in the hands oi the 
State. The bill provides for the appoint. 
ment of a commission consisting of three 
men. Thechairman shall be designated the 
State Liquor sanager, ihe towns shall vote 
yes or no as to whether liquor shall be sold 
there and there shall be no license law. But 
whenatownm votes te have liquor sola the 
commission shall establish agencies no to ex4 
ceed one for every 1,000 inhabliants. All 
sales shall be at prices established by the 
commission, and the prices shall be only 


vhign enough to repay the State for its outlay, 
no profit being permitted to accrue from the 


sales over and above tbe expenses. special 
efforts shall be made to prevent sales to per- 
sons of confirmed habits of intoxication and 
only pure liquors shall be sold.

March 18.— Missing ships, like 
dead men, tell no tales, and hot until the sea 
gives up its dead will be Known the fate of 


those who sailed away in the steamsh'ps. 


President, City of Glasgow, Pacific, Ocean 
Monarch and City of Boston, the iron-clad 
Captain, and the Ella, Siberia aad Barton. 
None of these have ever been seen or heard 
of since they sailed. Perhaps the White Star 


freight steamship Naronic may be added to 


the missing list, which is a long one 
and filled with material for the telling 
of countless gruesome sea stories. One 
of the saddeset of these ocean mysteries was 
the fate of 120 souls, who sailed trom Phila- 
delphia on Dec, 1, 1889, in the ftronclad At- 
lanta, or Triumfe, as she was rechristened. 
She had been purchased by the Government 
of Hayti, andshe sailed for Port-au-Prince. 
She had two Haytien Senators on board, the 
wife of a commanding officer and a crew of 
over 100 young men recruited in Philadelphia. 
Nothing has ever been heard of the vessel 
from that day. 

Although it is twenty-three years since the 
Boston’s name was placed on the missing 
list, there are many living whose friends 
were lost in that ship and who remember 
but too well the agony and suspense as, day 
after day, week after week, passed and yet 
no tidings came. The Naronic’s case is not 
serious yet, but the main incidents are simi- 
larand are interesting at this time. The 
steamer City of Boston cleared at the New 
York Custom-house on Tuesday, Jan. 26, 1870. 
She sailed the same day for Liverpool by way 
of Halifax. She had twelve cabin and forty- 
five steerage passengers. Capt. Shadrow 
was her commander. John G. Dal 
was the New Tork agent. The 
wind was northeast and it was raining 
when she salled. She arrived safely at Hall - 
tax and sdiled from there on Jan. 28, having 
taken on board at the latter place forty-five 
cabin and ten steerage passengers, making a 
total ot 107 passengers. The City of Boston 
wasan iron ship-rigged screw steamer of 
2,278 tons. She was 832 feet over all and 305 
feeton the keel. Her beam was 89feet and 
her depth of hold 27 feet 6 inches. She was 
propelled by compound engines of 800 horse- 
power. She was transversed and divided 
into eight compartments dy water-tight 
bulkheads reaching from the keel to the up- 
per deck. Her main saioom was 48 feet long 
by 18 feet wide and 7 feet 6 inches 
high. It was handsomely furnished. len 
days at that time was considered quite a 
good passage in the winter months. There 
was, thereiore, no anxiety Defore ten or 
fifteen days had passed. Then friends began 
to jluguire about the ship. By Feb. 16, 1870, 
grave fears were expressed. After leaving 
iialifax nothing deünite was ever heard 
from the steamer, eitner at aun American or 
a British port. Capt. Hackett of the schooner 
Charles iupper stated on his arrival at 
Hialifax on Feb. 8, that he sgw a 
vessel of Sable Island showing sig- 
nals of distress, but that owing to 
the heavy seas and the disable d condition of 
his own vessel he was unable to go to her as- 
sistance. Capt. Brooks of the City of 
Brookiyn, which arrivedat New York from 
Liverpool on sunday, Feb. 20, 1870, reported 
that his vessel had encountered easterly 
gaiesand heavy ice fieids on the course the 
City of Boston must have taken. ‘ihe ship 
was provisioned for fifty days independent of 
her cargo, which cousisted largely of beef, 
fiour and other articles of food. The officers 
ot the Boston were Capt. J. J. Haicrom, 
Chief Omer M. W. Mortiwer, Second Ufficer 
Joun Craven, Third Omer Heury James, 
Fourth Officer J. Stevens; Purser W. u. 
dort, Surgeon Dr. Rice, First Engineer D. 
R. Alexander, Second Engineer R. Hanks. 
On Feb. 2%the agents of the City of Boston 
sent the steamer City oi Darham to cruise 
of the Madre isiands ia the bope of finding 
tue missing steamer. Old sallors said attnat 
time that they believed the City of Boston 
had encountered head winus off the coast of 
Ireland, She returned WILD ho news, 

As in the case Of the Naronic the agents of 
the City oi Boston hoped their ship wouid 
turn up at the Azores, and when a vessel ar- 
rived at London and reported tuat the mis- 
sing steamer Was not at fFayal when she leit 
there Feb. 26, the confidence of the public 
was shaken more than ever. The City ot Bos- 
ton had then been out twenty-nine days, on 
March 4 tue steamer Druid that had been sent 
out- on Feb. to sable Island to 
cruise in search of the missing 
steamer returned to Halliax. She had no in- 
formation, however. On March 7, wien the 
City of Boston had been six weeks at sea, 
a story was printed in the evening papers 
announcing the safety of the steamer. It 
turned out to be a small hoax, however, The 
following Cabiegram was published March s, 
showing that hope was not given upon the 
other side at that time: 

LONDON, March 8, 1870.—The fact is deemed en- 
couraging that sailing vessels which left New York 
before the missing steamer City of Boston are just 
arriving at the various British ports. ihe managers 
ol the line think if the steamer’s engine, broke 
down soon after sailing she would be obiiged to de- 
peud on her sails, with waieh she was never fully 
supplied,

The Boycott Against the And Arbor Has 
Been Temporarily Reised. 


TOLEDO, O., March i8,—The United States 
Court appears to hold the trump cards in the 
littie game of boycott that is being carried 
on against the Toledo, Ann Arbor 4 North 
Michigan Ratiroad. If there be any immedi- 
ate adjustment of the troubles between that 
road and its employes it will probably be due 
tothe action that the Federal Court pro- 
poses to take. 

Late this afternoon, onthe request of the 
complainant, Circuit Judge Taft issued a 
supplementary order to his mandate ter- 
day,under the title of the Toledo, An bor& 
North Michigan vs. the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road et al. In this the court takes by far the 
most important procedure of any yet made. 

P. M. Arthur, chief of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, is commanded in 
the manner customaryand usual, according 
to the practice of Brotherhood Locomotive 
Engineers, of giving information to its mein- 
bers, to cause to be khown and published 
that the law, by-lav, rule or regulation of 
said Brotherhood, requiring its members to 
refuse to handle the cars of the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor & North Michigan Ratlroa l. is not in 
forte or effect g@vainst the said railroad.’”’

was worth about 40 francs. Calmettes sold the 
picture to Goupll, the art dealer of Paris, for 
8,000 francs, and the latter parted with it for 
a handsome profilton his investment by seil- 
ing ü tothe Belgian Minister Van Praet, who 
is now dead. Whenhis collection was ‘sold, 
Chauchart bought it, paying the above- 
named fortune for it.

A PECULIAR CASE.

Daisy Ashbecx Took Poison and Then 
Cam Waited for Death. 


Friday afternoon about 1:200’clock Daisy 
Ashbeck, a young woman about 21 years of 
age, whowas an inmate of a house of - re- 
pute at No. 311 South Sixth street, left that 
house in apparently the best of spirits. 

Shortly after her departure her husband, 
John Ashbeck, who is said to bea molder 
by occupation and who lives in Illinols, called | 
at the house and asked the landlady, Nettle 
Farlow. where she had gone. He was told 
that no one knew, About 8 o’clock or 
a little afterwards she returned in company 
with her husband. An hour later she was 
tuken violently ill, A physician was called, 
who said she was suffering from morphine 
poisoning. An ambulance was telephoned 
for. She was taken to the ‘ity Hospital. 
where, at an early hour yesterday morning, 
she died. 

The facts surrouuding her death were 80 
peculiar that a call was made on the land- 
lady at 811 South sixth street and the follow- 
story obtained from her: 

„ Dalsy came here just 
ago to-night and told me that 
she had been working at the 
Grand Central Concert Saloon on South 
Fourth street. She became one of the board- 
ers in the house and was well liked and well 
treated by everyone inthe house. I did not 
know her real name until yesterday. I only 
knew ber by the name of Dalsy. 

‘*Yesterday she told me that her old man, 
meaning her husband, who ved somewhere

tn Illinois, was coming to see her and take 


heraway toa home of his own, where he 
was going to provide for hertand the chil- 
dren.’’ 

How many had she?’’ 

‘*She said she had two, but I don’t know 
how old they are or where she kept them, 
She said ‘the old man’ provided for them, 
She told methis in the morning, and about 
1:30 o’clock she went out. 

Some time later, the man who sald he was 
her husband came and asked for her and 
when I told himshe had gone cut, he left. 
Some time after 8 o’clock'the came back with 
ber and said he had found her in a saloon on 
South Fourth street drinkingwith anold man, 
We all went itn the back room and she sat 
down onachairand threw her arms back 
over her head as though she were tired. 

„She bad a peculiar, glassy, staring look 
about the eyes, and I said to her: ‘Daisy, 
what is the matter with you?’ 

„She said: Oh, nothing.’ 

**Then I left them and went up-stairs. 

In a few moments her husband called up 
tome: ‘Miss Nettie, come down here quick! 
Daisy is sick.’ 7 

went down-stairs and found her lying 
unconscious on the floor. 

‘*Wetook her up-stairs and put her on a 
bed, when, she began to grow purple in the 
face. Ihen I sent for a doctor and he said 
she was poisoned. He had an ambulance 
called and she was taken away. 

‘*This morning I heard she had died at the 
City Hospital and thatisallI know about it. 
Iam sure she did not take the polson in this 
house forIlsawthere was something wrong 
with ner when she came in.“ 

Did her busband say anything about her 
taking poison?’’ 

No, he said he didn’t know anything 
about it, but supposed she must have taken 
it in the saloon on South Fourth street. 

Did she have any reason that you know of 
to commit suicide?’’ 

None in the world. She always had all 
she wanted here and seemed to be perfectly 
happy.’’ 

Here one of the girls camein and sald she 
had gone to the saloon on south Fo@th street 
yesterday afternoon and learned that Dalsy 
had deen drinking with an oid man and had 
complained that she owed the landlady 
money. 

That is all nonsense,’’ the landlady broke 
in, ‘‘she owed me only and that was noth- 
ing unusual. That wouldn't have worried 
her so as to make her take poison,’ 

Was she a hard drinker?’’ 

No, she used to drink, but not intem- 
perately.’’ 

She further stated that so fer as she knew 
Daisy had not Said a word to anyone about 
having taken polson; in fact, she had not 
spoken after she be came unconscious in the 
back room. She did not know where her hus- 
band, Ashbeck, os be found, as she 
thought ne lived lw Lilinols. 

When asked if her husband would bury her 
she said&ishe thought not, as they were mak- 
ing up a subscription for the purpose.

A Great Grani Nephew of George Wash- 
ington—A Historic Sword. 


BALTIMORE, Md., March 18.—Capt. Henry 
Howell Lewis, a great grandnephew of 
George Washington, whom he is said to 
have resembled very much in personal 
appearance, died at his home in this 
city to-day. He was born in King George 
County, Va., in 1820. When 18 years 
old, through the influence of Henry Clay, 
he was given the appointment of mid- 
shipman in the navy and made 
his first cruise abroad the Constel- 
lation, now the practice ship at Anuap- 
olis.

THE SENATE INVESTIGATION OY BRIB- 
ERY ELICITS STARTLING STORIES. 


federal Officials Implicated in an At- 
tempt to Purchase a Senatorial Elec- 
tion—The Sum to Be Paid Was Agreed 
On but the Parties Failed to Settle 
upon & Stake Holder.“ 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 18,—In the Senate in- 
vestigation of bribery to-day’s developments 
were not what was expected, but they were 
none the less startling. The investigation 
started out to prove that State officials near 
to the Governor had received money for in- 
fuencing his actions in the appointment of 
the Kansas City (Kan.) Police Commission- 
ers. No genuine evidénce to prove this was 
adduced, only rumors and hearsay evidenc 
To-day the investigation struck a new 1 : 
it wandered off into the Senatorial and State 
Printer contests, and brought out some state- 
ments that are interesting as well as serious 
for the parties involved. 

Representative McAleney was the only wit- 
ness examined this morning and his testi- 
mony was sensational, though it had no 
bearing on the charges that the committee is 
investigating. His evidence places a num- 
ber of well-known politicians ina bad light 


and also puts Cyrus Leland, United States | 


Collector of Internal Revenue; J. W. Ady; 
United States District Attorney, and other 
well-known Republican politicians in a posi- 
tion where they will have to explain. Me- 
Aleney was questioned Dy Senator Thatcher 
and gave the following evidence: 

I had only one offer of money during the 
session. Cyrus Leland made an ‘offer for my 
vote for United states Senator. Alderman 
IAhis of Kansas ty asked me to meet Mr. 
Leland atthe Keith Dullding, room No, 16. 
I did so and Leland spoke of the situation in 
the two Houses and what the decision of the 
Supreme Court would be. The conversation 
lasted an hour. He told me what he wanted 
and that the Republicans could elect a Sen- 
ator with my vote. Iasked him what he 
wanted me to do and he said: Vote with the 
Repudlicans and you willl get $1,000 for do- 


ing it. 

"I told him that it would de worth 
more than a thousand, Dut I told himI would 
act as a stakeholder, and there is where the 
serious hitch came in. Leland said there 
were a number of promtnent politicians whom 
he could trust, and two bankers in this city, 
but Idon’t know their names. He said he 
couldn’t give me the cash, asit would place 
him at my mercy. The amount agreed upon 
was $5,000, but we could not agree upon the 
stakeholders. Itold Leland that the time 
Ady wanted the Senatorship a larger sum 
Dad been offered. 

Inthe cross- examination McAleney said: 
W. H. Rossington was the man Leland first 
wanted me to vote for inthe conversation 
about the State Printer. Ido not know whg he 
was working for, but inferred that it was 
Hudson. Crane wasthe nominee, but there 
was a report that five Populists would vote 
for Hudson ifhe were nominated. Leland 
gave me to understand that $10,000 would be 
given to Burgard, my colleague from Wyan- 
dotte, for his vote for State Printer and $10,- 
for our votes for United States Senator. 
The amount was not agreed upon be- 
cause we could not agree upon stakeholders. 
I wanted a certified check and he wanted a 
third party. Burgard and he agreed on 
Barney White of Argentine. We were later 
offered $10,000 for our votes for Ady. Frank 
Strickland of Kansas City approached me in 
the interest of Bailey Waggener. Hetold me 
I could get a good position if Waggener was 
elected. I put him off so that I could find out 
what was going on. He told me that I could 
control the patronage ot the county and could 
make some money out ot it. but I told him I 
did not care to dont. 

J. K. Hudson, the publisher ofthe charges 
refiecting on the Governor, Secretary of State 
and the Governor’s Private Secretary, has 
told the following story to the tnvestigating 
committee: 

„„For weeks prior to the meeting of the 
Legisiature there had been rumors reaching 
me relative to legisiation against the gam- 
bling dens in Kansas City, Kan. It was com- 
mon talk that this legislation would be pre- 
vented if possible im the interest of these 
concerns.’ 

Senator Dillard asked Mr. Hudson to name 
some person who had mentioned the rumors 
to him. He replied that he could not remem. 
ber any special persons. 

Lau not pay much attention to the talk. 
he sald. ‘‘After Senator Taylor’s bills were 
introduced Iheard more than ever. I asked 
Senator Buchan what he knew about it. ‘I 
don’t Knw anything about the methods there. 
I do not know who is conducting their bus!i- 
ness here. I was invited by that ring to take 
charge of their business before this Legisla- 
ture, and I told them that I couldn’t afford to 
do it, he said. 

‘‘lasked him if he could give me any in- 
formation so that I could get at the schemes 
to defeat the legislation.

The petition of the Missouri Humane 80 
clety to the Probate Court to declare Joseph 
Vogel unfit and incompetent to have the care 
of his daughter; Monica Margaret Vogel, was 
on trial before a jury in Judge Woerner’s 
Court yesterday afternoon. Vogel is a tailor, 
employed by the Lungstras establishment on 
Sixth street, and lives at 1443 Cozgzens ave- 
nue. The child is over 14 years of age and 
the Humane Society asked the court to grant 
her the privilege to select her guardian, sub- 
ject to the approval ofthe court. The testi - 
mony of the witnesses for the plaintiffs 
developed that the child was beaten 
unmercifully and constantly. She was 
obliged to do all kinds of drudgery, with 
little or no food to nourish her, and had to 
wash her own clothes at the end ofthe day’s 
labor. There are nine children in the family, 
three of them, including Monica, being 
Vogel's children trom a former marriage. 


According tothe testimony, the c was 


sent out one very cold day in the latter part 
of January with orders from her father and 
stop - mother to find work or not return. She 
trudged about town all day ina vain search 
for work and came home at night with a 
story of disappointment. 

ORDERED FROM HOME. 

The testimony showed that the step- mother 
told her to leave and the child went to Caspar 
Buckletz’s house. He advised her to go home 
again and see whether her father would not 
relent. Butthe father seconded the com- 
mand of the step-mother, and the child 
passed the night with the Bucklitg family.

These conditions, generally 
speaking, bound the company to 
provide ducts in the conduits for city wires, 
to give the city free telephone rates and to 
keep the price of telephone service down to

Councilman Charles E. Wehner tried very 
hard to get an amendment into the bill that 
would make the company put every one of 
its wires into condults within a certain time. 
That would have caused the Bell com- 
pany to reject the bill, as it 
would have obliged them to lay a 
conduit system ra mifying through 
every quarter of the city where there isa 
Singie wire. Manager Durant took his 
glasses off and with them tapped the bill in 
his lap nervously when the proposition was 
made, butCounciiman Cole camejto his rescue. 

‘If this amendment is adoptedi’’ said he, 
the company will have to deprivea great 
part of the city of telephone service, for it 
certainly couldn’t afford tolay a conduit 
—— ¢ every street where it owns two or three 
wires 

Ihe can lay thom the size of gas pipe if

That 
was $17,000 last year, and it will increase 
every year hereafter. 

In moving to lay the bill over to the next 
meeting Councilman Horton said that the 
bill of the Telegraphand Telephone Service 
Co. would be broughtup at the same time 
and would de treated as the Bell 
bill had been.

Ihe foute will be as 
follows: Clayton road west to the Ballas 
road, which will be followed two miles south 
to its junction with the Manchester road at 
Des Peres.

At no point are the grades 
so steep as not to admit of pleasurable rid- 
ing. and this has doubtless added greatly to 
the road’s popularity. Years ago Kirkwood 
used to be the place of the various runs. 
A fittle later the hamlet of Man- 
chester usurped its lace, and now 
with improved roads a the light 
pneumatic safety, Ballwin is just ag easily 
reached by the veriest tyro. The ayton 
road is also a good road, which runs through 
some of the prettiest places in St. Louis 
County, and as it is Dut seldom traveled by 
wheelmen the novelty of the ride will be 
sure to attract a big crowd. Ample accom- 
modations will be arranged at Ballwin to 
accommodate all who may come. and 
every participant will be tendered 
a complimentary dinner by the 
Meacham Arms Co. Chairman Gilbert has 
announced the following appointments for 
the tour: Grand Marshal, C. C, Hildebrand;

WasHINGTox, March 18.—The Post publishes

He went over to 
New York and interested Charles H. Meir, 
President of the Central Ol Gas Stove Co., 
with headquarters at 406 Pearl street, in the 
scheme. A stock company was formed, and 
among others who wentintoit were Tom 
Campbell, abrother of Congressman Tim 
Campbell. This Drought the latter intoit in 
his officialcapacity asa lawyer. Mr. Meir 

utup several thousand doliars. John A. 

ualey was made President of the 
club and was supposed to look after 
Meir’s interests. Mr. Qualey came to this 
city witha big flourish and gave everyone 
the impression that he had big money inter- 
ested inthe enterprise. Several Washing- 
tonians were induced to invest in club stock 
and the money went with that of Vr. Meir. 
The latter is said to have dropped $11,000 all 
told, and then was done with the whole busi- 
ness.

Many of the mysterious ex- 
plosicns that take place are to be attributed 
to this cause, It is well worth while to do a 
stitch in time by cleaning out the cuts with 
spirit, force rubber solution in the smallest 
holes with a piece of w ‘and cut little 
pieces of rubber, Which having first solutioned 
also force into the larger holes. Next morning 
cut off the protruding portions with a sharp 
razor, and after a ride or two the places 
where the alarming holes were will be hardly 
distinguishable. In using a tire covered 
with a ‘‘*non-slipper’’ there is one 
danger, that the rider who has ap 
plied it only tothe front wheels is tempted 
to riae at full speed through 
the greasiest mud. This is sate 80 
long as he keeps a straight course, But 
should he make a sudden swerve on a partic- 
ularly greasy spot, the momentum acting in a 
straight direction will have a tendency to 
make the driving-wheel slip bodily sideways 
— round, depositing the rider in the 
mud.

A Farmers Telegraph Line. 
Michigan has certainly the queerest tele 
graph company in the world. About ten 
years ago four farmer boys living in Lenawee 
County, one of whom had been a telegraph 


operator, putup a short line between the 
four farm houses. They soon were per- 
suaded to extend its usefulness, and after a 
ear or two they extended it to 
he village, some three miles 
distant. From the beginning 
the system grew until now there are n@riy 
100 miles of road and 170 telegraph instru- 
ments, with offices in tne houses of seventy- 
five farmers, nineteen stores, ten physicians, 
seven railroad offices, six post-offices, ste. 
This electric bond has united all the villages 
inthe county, and there are probably 300 
persons along the line who can send and re- 
ceive messages. Some farmers’ boys aud girls 
who have learned the art have gone into rail- 
road offices and now have good positions as 
operators. Amongthe benefits of the line 
are the sending of weather and crop reports 
and news of importance, the ordering of 
goods from town, inquiring for the mall, 
sending for the doctor, etc. Stock is often 
boughtana sold, bargains made, appoint- 
ments for pleasure or business closed; in 
fact, the uses and conveniences of this little 
line can hardly be stated. 

The compeny is incorpörated under the 
State law at $5,000 capital in $10 shares, the 
title of the concern being the Commercial 
Telegraph Co. The headquarters of this 
unique institution are at Tecumseh, Mich. 


Eteam Worsted by Electricity. 


A unique tug-of-war took place at Lynx, 
Mass., recently.

And so the two 
motors see-sawed back and forth, until the 
steam engineer, disgusted at being outdone 
by such a puny rival, without any puffingor 
blowing, jumped out of his cab and started 
for home, discoursing mutteringly of the 
dangers of electricity, etc. 


A New Incandescent Lamp ; 
Philip K. Stern of Buffalo, N. Y., has in- 
vented an incandescent lamp that lays over 
all others for novelty. In this lamp the loop 
is of pure and solid glass andthe fllament is 


imbedded in the middle of the glass. There 
can, therefore, be no loss of substance, for 
though the carbon particles may vibrate, yet 
no particle can be lost. There it is, en- 
tombed in the glass and not an atom can es- 
cape; and there it must stay and it would 
seem that no matter how lon 

the current vibrates through it, 1 

will retain its substance and pour forth 
light. There is no vacuum in the lamp; on 
the contrary air will be pumped in rather 
than out to prevent the expansion of the 
glass when heated. The avoidance of a 
vacuum will put the lamp out of conflict 
with Edison’s in that respect. The stern 
lamp will not burst like ordinary electric 
lamps when struck and throw splinters of 
giass in one’s face. Thislampis said to be 
a wonderful light-giver, and ſt is saſd that a 
factory will soon be bullt at Buffalo with a 
dally capacity of 25,000 lamps.

CHARACTER IN WRITING. 


Much May Be Told by the Slant Given to 
the Lines. 
Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

In spite of all the rules which -educators 
have attempted to establish from time to 
time with regard to normal penmanship and 
uniform chigography, they have never suc- 
ceeded in bringing it about. Individuality 
will not be suppressed, as is dvidenced by 
examining the writing of hundreds of differ- 
ent people, who have all been taught by the 
same system. Although the systems princi- 
pally recognized prescribe the medium slant, 
all kinds of positions are noticeable, as verti- 
cal, medium slant, full slant, and Dack- 
hand. Formerly the vertical position of 
letters was considered the natural one, but 
this theory has long ago been exploded by 
graphologists. The handwriting of a man or 
woman is only then natural when the person 
in question is free from all constraint while 
in the act of writing. One important factor 
advocates the preference of the slanting pen- 
manship, which is that the latter. gives 
plenty of scope to individuality. It requires 
no mathematical adherence to establish pre- 
cepts. Slanting chirography may both be 
beautiful or abominable, whether it inclines 
at an angle of 40or 50 degs., while vertical 
writing leaves absolutely no room for the 
individuality of the writer, for it must be in 
a vertical line to the edge of the table, or the 


copy book.

THE SX COMPANIES WILL FIGHT. 


Constitutionality cf the Chinese Registra- 
ticn Law to Be Tested. 


New Tonk, March 18.—Lawyer Joseph M. 
Choate to-day confirmed the report from San 
Francisco tothe effect that the Chinese Six 
Companies had retained him to fight the 
Geary registry law. Ex-Assistant United 
States District Attorney Maxwell Evarts will 
be associated with him in the effort to defeat 
the Geary law. Mr. Evarts will see that the 
programme lala down is carried out, and 
Mr. Choate isto make the argument in the 
Supreme Court at Washington when the 


case appears there. The procedure is 
to be as follows: On May 6 a China- 
man selected for the purpose will be 
arrested and brought before a United States 
Judge, withthe request that he be deported 
at once. The validity ot such a course will 
not be questioned, and the order of deporta- 
tion wil be made. A writof habeas corpus 
will then be taken out before another judge 
who, in the absence of any opposition, will 
remand the prisoner. An appeal will then be 
taken tothe United States Supreme Court 
and the question finally settied. Tne Six 
Companies has raised a fund ot $6,000 by a 
per ‘capita assessment of $1 from the 
Chinese on the Pacitic Coast, 
and this money will be used to 
settle the question as to the constitutionality 
of the law. was considerable excite- 
ment! e Chinese quarter to-day when the 
news whs received that the Stx Companies 
had taken up he ght.

THE COMING WHEAT CROP. 


How the Plent Looks in K:insas and 
Cther Western States. 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 18.—The outlook for 
the wheat crop in Kansas is far from 
encouraging. In the eastern half of 
the State the plant is generally in fair 
condition where the wheat has sprouted, but 
in the western divisiona great many fields 
were not sown until January, and some as

THE LAW REQUIRING THEM TO BE PHO- 
TOGRAPHED TAKES EFFECT THEN. 


Thus Far Only One Has Applied for a Cer- 
tiflcate of Legal Re:iience, aud His 
Fhotographs Were Not in Compliance 
With the Regulations—Sun’ Yah Sue’s 
Advice. 


Unless the 400 Chinese inthe city bestir 
themselves and proceed to comply with the 
act of Congress, approved May 5, 1892, and 
entitled an act to probibit the coming of 
Chinese persons into the United States,’’ 
there is likely to be a very 
lively commotion among them on and 
after the 5th of May next. All Chinese la- 
borers who fail to do this will after that date 
be subject to arrest by the United States 
Marshal or his deputies as being in the 
United States uslawfully, and if it shall then 
be found that they have no right to be here 
they may be imprisoned at hard labor for a 
period of not more than one year and there- 
after deported. 

In compliance with instructions of John W. 
Mason, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Collector C. F. Wenneker has given notice to 
the Chinese laborers resident in St. Louls 
that they must present themselves to him, 
give proof of their legal status and receive 
certificates of residence, but as 
yet only one Chinaman has made 
his appearance at the Collector's 
office, and he did not recetve a certificate be- 
cause he was not provided with the kind of 
photographs which the law prescribes an 
applicant must submit with his evidence. He 
promised to get the photographs, but has not 
yet done it, so that not one of all the Chinese 
laborers in the city hasas yet taken the nec- 
essary steps to secure immunity from arrest 
and probable imprisonment and deportation 
alter the Sth of May. 

SUN YAM SUE’S ADVICE. 

But there is considerable agitation in Chi- 
nese circies over the matter. The one year 
of grace allowed by the law is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close, and Sun Yah Sue, merchant at 
Tenth and Locust streets, has been advising 
his countrymen to get their certificates to 
avoid trouble. He is very influential, and 
as they are getting scared they may take his 
advice. If they do Chief Clerk Wiesehahn of 
the Collector's office wilt have plenty of 
business on his hands during the next few 
weeks. 

The 400 Chinese In St. Louis are so scattered 
through the city and their numberisso in- 
significent as compared with the total num 
ber of inhabitants, that not many people in- 
terest {themselves in their affairs 
or know anything or the 
under which they are permitted 
to come to and remain in this country.

Marriage of His Wile’s Sister. 


Special Correspondence StxpAyY Post- DISPATCH. 

Berewin, March 7.—Not long ago the 
second royal marriage of the 
year, that of the Princess Margaret of 
Prussia to Prince Frederick of Hesse, will 
have taken place at Berlin. I saw the 
Princess several times when she accompanied 
her mother, the Empress Frederick, on that 
memorable visit to Paris, which took place 
nearly three years ago, and which came near 
embroiling France and Germany in a second 
war. Like her sister, the Princess 
Sophie, now Crown Princess of 

Greece, she is a much prettier 
girlthan her photographs would lead one to 
believe. 

Itisa universally recognized fact that the 
Princess Margaret is the most English in 
sympathies and training of all the daughters 
ofthe Empress Frederick. They are all per- 
fectly conversant with their mother’s native 
tongue, and in fact speak English quite as 
woll as they do German. But this youngest 
one ot them all has been educated almost 
entirely as an English girl. Her studies, her 
amusements and her surroundings have all 
been as English as was compatible with 
her position as a sister of the Emperor 
of Germany. Thereason for this course of 
action on the part of her mother is easily 
divined. The Princess Margaret was the 
best suited in point of age to become the wife 
of one o r cousins, the sons of the Prince 
of Wales, and the Empress Frederick had 
done everything in her power to prepare her 
favorite child for the carrying out of her pet 
scheme, but the project came to naught. 
Neither of the young English princes wanted 
a German bride, so the Emperor William 
arranged a match that would give his sister 
to a German bridegroom, I am told that 
Prince Frederick of Hesse is not only very 
handsome but is also very wealthy. 

William II. is apparentiy an inveterate 
matchmaker. Heis now trying to arrange 
an alliance between his cousin, 
the young Grand Duke of llesse- 
t, and the Princess Feodora, 

the youngest and only unmarried sister 
of his own wife. The young lady 
is just 19, and the Grand Duke 
is nearly 2%. He is a very handsome young 
fellow, having come in for a goodly share of 
the comeliness of his remarkably handsome 
family. Butthe yearof mourning for his 
father, the Grand Duke, does not expire till 
March, and any matrimonial projects for 
him before that epoch may be considered as 
premature. His father long cherished a

The little lady 
will be 10 years old in September. Another 
story goes that Prince Francis Ferdinand ts 
madly in love with a Deautiful Viennese 
actress, and has in consequence no inclina- 
tion for matrimony. To judge by 
the behavior of his younger brother, Prince 
Otho, to his luckless wife, some European 
Princess or other has made a good escape by 
not becoming the future Empress of Austria. 
Prince Otho was married seven years ago to 
the Princess Maria Josepha of Saxony, an 
intelligent and charming girl, who was only 
19 at the date of her wedding. He has 
treated her most outrageously, and but for 
the fact that princesses are never permitted 
to separate openly from their husbands for 
any reason whatever, she would long ago 
have left him and returned to her parents 
in Dresden. One of his actions made a great 
sensation, even in Vienna, where everything 
is supposed to be permitted to the princes of 
the imperial family. One evening Prince 
Otho was entertaining a number of His boon 
companions at supper in his own palace. 
The festivity was drawing toa close and the 
host and most of his guests had taken a good 
deal more strong drin than their heads 
could stand, when the subject of 
female beauty was started.

It is the younger sister of these archdukes, 
the Archduchess Margaret Sophia, who is 
shortly to marry the heir presump- 
tive tothe throne of Wurtemberg, 
Prince Albert. A most unpopular 
match is this with the future 
subjects of the bridegroom.

A NEW MAGAZINE GUN. 


American Invention Which Will Be 
Tested by the Government. 


SPRINGFIELD. Mass., March 18.—A new 
magazine gun has been submitted to the Gov- 
ernment authorities which is attracting 
much attention among the military men. Its 
inventor is James P. Lee, who is the origin- 
ator of the magazine principle, where cart- 
ridges are side by side. 

The Board of Government Examiners will 
meet at the Arsenal here on March 30, whena 
trial of this new gun will be made. M. H. 
Durst, inventor of the Durst magazine, is on 


bis way from Liverpool, and at that time will 
submit that arm tothe board for the tests 
ordered by the military authorities. 

The gun invented by Lieut. H. K. White, 
U. S. N., has been forwarded to Washington 
for examination by the Navy Department 
prior tothe tests by the ordnance board., 
which was reconvened in the interest of the 
White and Lee guns primarily to give Amer- 
Se he Beat the fullest opportunity to be 

eard. 

Mr. Lee’s first magazine gun was tested by 
the regular army board in 1882, and in that 
contest achieved a record of fifty shots in 
one minute, a five shot clip being used. This 
gun has been in the United States naval ser- 
vice since. 

The form of bolt invented by Mr. Lee was 
originally presented for trial before the Gov- 
ernment board here in 1878, — DO. 
rated in a breech-loading arm, and the bolt 
is stillused. Lee’s magazine gun of 1882 and 
his new invention both embody the bolt in 
the magazine mechanism. 

The new arm which Mur. Lee has had made 
at the Pratt & Whitney works in Hartford has 
a ten-shot clip, which can be used as rapidly 
as the old five-shot clip. The entering of the 
five-shot clip occuples as much time as the 
firing and the saving in time dy the new idea 
will pens of great importance in an engaze- 
ment. 

magazine, with ten rounds, is held in 
reserve, the piece being used as a breech. 
loader at will. The firing is effected without 
lowering the gun from the shoulder, the 
straight pull-back’’ being the principle in- 
volved. le necessity of lowering from the 
shoulder in firing is a serious objection in an 
engagement. The average weight of the new 
arm will exceed nine pounds. 

With the five or ten-shot, clip, as the case 
might be, the movement from t&e shoulder 
would require the elevation of 45 or 90 pounds 
at sach fring. This would involve the ex. 
penditure of considerable physical force and 
a problem has been to obviate the difficulty. 
Mr. Lee’s solution in his new invention lies 
in the ejector throwing the shell forward. 

Another special advantage in the new gun 
is that it becomes automatically inoperative 
when the ten shots in the magazine have been 
used. The soldier cannot in a moment of ex- 
citement continue the firing movements with 
an empty clip, a difficulty that has not been 
overcome in the magazine arms at present in 
use. The un is also admirably adapted 
to the cavairy service.

INSTRUCTIONS TO COLLECTORS. 

Collectors of internal revenue throughout 
the country have received ample instruc- 
tions from the Treasury Department for 
their guidance in the issuance of certificates 
of residence. These instructions embrace 
the statement that no class of Chinese is pro- 
hibited from coming into the United States, 
or remaining here, except such as may prop- 
erly and within the meaning of the statutes 
be known as laborers. 

Every applicant will de required to furnish 
three unmounted photographic likenesses of 
himself or herself, one to be affixed to the 
application and twotobe affixed to the cer- 
tificate of residence, Oneto the original and 
one to the duplicate. These photographs 
will. be securely affixed to the papers by 
strongly adhesive paste. Great care will be 
taken in receiving the photographs to see 
that they accurately represent the features 
of the applicant. 

If the Collector or his deputies have any 
doubt in regard to the correctness of the 
photograph presented, they will refuse to 
receive the application and require a correct 
one. 

The photo phs must be sun pictures,such 
as are usually known as card photographs, 
of sufficient size and distinctness as to

MUST GET AFFIDAVITS. 

The affidavits of two credible witnesses of

Blank forms of applica- 
tions, affidavits and certificates 
have been furnished the collectors. 
Spaces are left in the certificate form for the 
name, age, local residence, occupation, 
height, color of eyes, complection and physi- 
cal marks or peculiarities of the applicant. 
To fill out these, inquire into the credibility 
of the aMiants and carry out all the other in- 
structions will be a work of some magnitude 
and uniess the Chinese get in their applica- 
tions pretty soon some of them are likely to 
be left at the post.

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Blightly Easier Rates in the Money Mar- 
ket—-The Gold Stream to Europe Not 
Cheoked—The Raliroad Situation and 

{ts feet on Securities—Wall Street 
Review. 


New Yorx, March 18.—The financial com- 
munity has grown tired of discussing the 
currency question. The situation is clearly 
and generally understood, Our national cur- 
rency isan absurd mess. The Sherman law 
is Griving gold out of the country, and if its 
operations are permitted to continue long 
enough, it will put this country ona silver 
basis. The plain duty of our lawmakers is to 
repeal this law and to establish a currency 
system which shali not be founded on the 
paternal idea, which shall do away with the 
present absurb hodge-podge of circulating 
medium, which shall be obedient to natural 
laws and to the Constitution of the United 
States, and in which every dollar shall 
be the equal of every other dollar at home 
and abroad. Thatisthe situation. No help 
can come save through Congressional enact- 
ment. We, the people, are powerless, except 
in so far as we can by tongue and pen per- 
suade our lawmakers to do their daty. This 
doses not appear to be a matter in which opin- 
ion is Ajvided sectionally, so much as it is 
between different classes of the community. 
Professional men, bankers and business men, 
the country over, are generally on one side, 
while men whose callings do not demand an 
equal amount of brain power are on the 
other. The situation causes the first named 
class of men much irritation. But this is 
wasted energy, as Our system of government 
affords representation to all classes alike. 
Those who inveigh against the present cur- 
rency conditions should consider this and, if 
they will, direct their wrath against our sys- 
tem of government. A more sensible course 
of action is for the men who Delieve that they 
know whatis bestfor the country to work 
steadily and unitedly to show the rest of the 
community the error oftheir views. The ro- 
formers will not lacka good example with 
which to illustrate their sentiments. 

Unless all iogic isat fanit, by two years 
from now the effects of the Sherman law will 
be plain enough for the comprehension of 
everybody. The liquidations of holdings of 
securities, which was a logical result of the 
present conditions has continued this week. 
It reduced prices almost to the low- 
est figures since 188. The rally of 
the past few days was Overdue. The 
decline having been remarkable for its 
continued extent. Butinspite ofthe rally, 
to-day’s closing was slightly below that 
ofa week ago. It is noticeable that the ad- 
vance has failed to change sentiment, 
even among the most superficial. The belief 
is strong on all sides that there can be no 
continued advance in prices of securities un- 
tilthere is a change in conditions suficient- 
ly marked to more than counteract the 
cumulative evil effects of the Sherman law. 
Some new and favorable factor may appear 
at any time. But imagination cannot sug- 
gest its nature. Europe is so well stocked 
with cotton and grain that a Very marked in- 
crease in our exports can hardly be looked 
for, even if the great cotton strike 
should end. And, it may be said 
parentheticaliy; that it wilt probably 
end as soon as the demand for the product 
increases. This strike is a result rather than 
a cause of conditions. A large grain crop in 
this country would not help the situation, 
unless there should also be a large shortage 
abroad. No Earopean buying of our securi- 
ties need be looked forwhile the Sherman 
law continues in operation. In other words, 
it seems that every ‘national condition is 
worked to assist the Sherman law in driving 
gold out of the country. 

It may be suggested that a reduction of the 
present volume of imports into this country 
would tend to check the export movement of 
gold. This is undoubtedly true. These im- 
ports are largely of luxuries, such as laces, 
silks and jewelry. They represent the pros- 
perity of this country, which was in a meas- 
ure the result of the great crops of 1891. A 
continuance of unfavorable conditions will 
quickly put a stop to the increased consump- 
tion of laces, silks and jewelry. But there 
is another cause constantly working toin- 
crease our imports. This is the Sherman 
law, which, by inflating the currency, ad- 
vances prices above the levels of 
other countries. As long as prices for com- 
modities rule higher in this country than in 
others, they will come here. Easier money 
rates may be looked for in the course of a 
month or 80, judging by precedent. But 
bankers assert that we shall see some periods 
of stringency in the meantime. ‘The ease of 
money this week, they assert, is artificial.
